Lompoc eyes 
1% hike in 
bed tax' 


Lompoc city officials said today they 
will give a close look to the prospect of 
increasing the current six per cent bed 
tax bv one per cent in the wake of county 
action on Monday 
Th* Board of Supervisors increased to 
seven per cent the tax imposed on 
tourists and other visitors staying at 
hotels and motels in the unincorporated 
areas 
The* City of Santa Barbara previously 
had voted to increase its bed tax to seven 
lier cent but had awaited the county’s ac­ 
tion before implementing it 
The county increase goes into effect 
July I 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
said today that in view of the county's ac­ 
tion. the city will be “ taking a close 
look” at a similar raise as it considers 
the budget for the next fiscal year 
Wahlers said that the city’s an­ 
ticipated income from the six per cent 
bed tax in the current fiscal year is 
$37,000 lf Lompoc goes along with the 
one per cent increase it would bring in 
an additional $6 200 
The additional income anticipated 
from th* increase for Santa Barbara 
County unincorporated areas amounts to 
$138,692 The supervisors agreed to allow 
this amount to go hark into advertising 
for the communities collecting the tax 
Administrative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson had recommended the seven per 
cent figure, but had suggested the 
revenue go into the general fund to help 
hold down any tax rate increase 
Johnson said that at th** rate the tran­ 
sient tax figures have increased in past 
year*, he expected it would generate 
$628 192 for the 1976 77 fiscal year

levels present during the pernid But the 
agen* y said the critical level was

The combination of warm water and 
plentiful sim light resulted in a bumper 
crop of dinoflaggellates. a poisonous 
mn ros< ope organism that when eaten 
by clams and mussels produces a toxin

A similar quarantine on mussels and

presidential primary winning 
streaks on the line in North Carolina to­ 
day against upset challenges from 
Ronald Reagan and George C Wallace 
The North Carolina primary - sixth in 
the bicentennial election year and second 
in the South — was considered crucial to 
keeping alive the badly damaged Reagan 
and Wallace campaigns 
Near perfect early spring weather 
dominated the state from the Atlantic 
coast to the western mountains Early 
morning temperatures hovered around 
50 in most areas and promised to climb 
during the* day 
Scattered early returns showed more 
voting than anticipated but indications 
were that the final turnout would be un­ 
der 40 per cent Record voter registra­ 
tion had showed high interest in the 
presidential match-ups. 
A late poll conducted for a High Point 
television station showed Ford and 
( arter leading, but also disclosed a large 
number of undecideds as late as last 
weekend 
None of the candidates were rn the 
state as North Carolina voted Ford was 
in the White House 
Reagan was 
campaigning in Wisconsin, Wallace was 
home in Montgomery, Ala., and Carter 
was headed for a fundraiser in St Louis 
Ford s sweep of the primaries in New 
Hampshire. 
Vermont. 
Massachusetts, 
Florida and Illinois left Reagan under in­ 
tense pressure to abandon the campaign 
and desperately hoping to turn the tide in 
North Carolina 
Beaten in Florida and humiliated in 
Illinois by fellow southerner (’arter. 
Wallace banked on today’s primary to 
recoup Ins fortunes and keep him alive as 
a potential broker at the national conven­ 
tion 
At stake were 61 delegates to the 
Democratic and 54 delegates to the 
Republican national conventions 
Ford and Reagan were alone on the 
GD P ballot 
Henry Jackson. Lloyd 
Bent sen, Morris Udall and Fred Harris 
were listed on the Democratic side Both 
ballots also included a “ no preference 
category. 
Jackson, who had the endorsement of 
former Sen Sam Ervin J r and possibly 
the hest organization, abruptly pulled out 
of the primary IO days ago to con­ 
centrate on New York 
Udall, frontrunner among liberal 
Dermx-rats, has shunned the South and 
neither he nor Harris campaigned in the 
state Bentsen has withdrawn as an ac­ 
tive candidate 
Carter, riding the momentum of vic­ 
tories in New Hampshire. Vermont, 
Florida and Illinois plus solid showing in 
a number ol nonprimary states, spent six 
days campaigning in North Carolina 
since January and left Friday predicting 
victory. 
The 51 year old former Georgia gover­ 
nor. the big surprise of the primary 
season, was given a 10-point edge over 
Wallace in a survey taken by the Raleigh 


News and Observer after the Florida 
primary but before Jackson pulled out 
and Carter scored in Illinois 


North Carolina, notably the rural

Ford made two one-day campaign sw­ 
ings in North Carolina — the last one 
Saturday during which he predicted a 
win and said he could see nothing but 
“ victory ahead ’ all the way to election 
night Nov 2.

MAGAZINE ADVERTISING - SHOULD YOU 
OR SHOULDN’T YOU? 


The deaths of the Saturday Evening Post, Look and Life 
were really the end of an era. This was the handwriting on 
the wall that told magazine publishers there was a big 
change coming into the picture; the age of specialized 
readership was fast taking over the magazine market, with 
the new type magazines being aimed at theater goers, 
automobile enthusiasts, gourmets, wine bibbers, women’s 
libbers, amateur psychologists, investors and others. 


Magazine publishers now boast more people than ever 
are buying and reading their publications. Over 6 billion 
copies of magazines are now published in the U.S. with a 
probable audience of some 120,000,000 people. Magazine 
advertising revenue has reportedly increased over 40% in 
the last decade, but close scrutiny indicates that it is 
regional magazines that have done most of the growing 
. 
54% since 1963. while the nationals increased only 33%. 
This too was a trend. The "big boy* of the industry were 
fast learning that the way to save their necks was to offer 
regional 
issues 
insofar 
as 
advertising 
sales 
were 
concerned, rather than forcing the advertiser to buy large 
areas of circulation that could not possibly benefit him, 
when his locations were restricted to limited areas of the 
country. This has proved to be the answer to continued 
growth, and a viable plan to sidestep the inroads made into 
magazine advertising by tv. 


Newspapers and magazines are, quite obviously, the big 
rivals in the print media, though newspaper advertising 
far outweighs magazine advertising in the long haul. I he 
two find agreement in one thing: that once a tv commercial 
is spent it is gone forever. The television picture is but an 
instant and it cannot be studied, reread, recalled, dipped 


or saved. 


Bul. television aside, there are still major differences to 
be considered between newspaper and magazine adverbs 
mg. First is the coat. Moat magazine reader coverage, even 
among the regional publications, is higher than newspaper 
advertising, supposedly due to the claim of larger circula 
lions. While this may be true on paper, in some cases, with 
the switch to specialized magazines, if your product 
appeals to many groups, rather than just the car buffs, the 
libbers or whatever, the ultimate coat of reaching the point 
of generalized coverage of your prospective market will 
still be higher, in most cases. Since most magazines cannot 
compare with the frequency of newspaper publication, and 
the reading matter is miles apart, and most material for 
magazines is compiled weeks, sometimes months ahead of 
publication, by the time advertising appears before the 
reader 
it 
is 
often 
outdated 
by 
new 
prices, 
new 
improvements in the product, even new marketing tech 
niques developed by the competition. 
How 
can 
an 
advertiser fight a competitive price battle if he can t react 
to changes in his market by getting his message in front of 
the buying public until 60 days hence'' 


Another growing trend in magazine advertising is when 
the manufacturer supplying the local merchant with his 
products, will offer a “tie in." Each local store that is 
willing to share the cost of the regional or national adver 
tiling can get hi* store name and location mentioned in the 
ad, under certain circumstance*. Thi* is a smart move. 
though usually costly to the point of being prohibitive fur 
the small businessman, unless hil share of the national 
advertising is a hidden cost factor built in to the price he 
pays for the product anyway. But even then, the local 
advertiaer’a money is buying a lot of lost circulation, and he 
still has the problem of staying up to date with competi 


tion! 
One could go on for pages making further comparisons 
between newspaper versatility and magazine glamour. 
and the purported prestige thought by many to Im* con 


nee ted to magazine advertising by the reading public. But. 
the facts remain, cost wise the business owner ran get 
greater coverage, a higher probability of concentrated 
readership for 
hi* 
advertising, 
and 
a 
far 
greater 
generalized coverage of the overall market, in newspaper 
advertising All income categories, all educational level*. 
ail occupational classifications are reached by your news 
paper, while magazines shoot for specialized areas, now 
more t ban ever before. 


Today any magazine publisher will tell you that people 
# will not buy magazines that do not add to their knowledge 
bank. This is highly logical deduction, and if it is true, then 
it applies two fold to the reasons that people read their 
newspapers How better could the reader keep abreast of 
what has happened in the news recently than by reading 
his newspaper?

The 
“ Voter Registration 


Act,” or H K, 11552 will soon 
be reported to the House floor 
for consideration seeking to 
establish a federal system of 
voter registration using post­ 
cards. 


The legislation is based on 


the premise that low voter 
participation in the United 
States is caused by cumber­ 
some 
voter-registration 


p ro c e d u re s 
w h ic h , 
if 


simplified, would automatical­ 
ly yield higher election day 
turnouts. 


We doubt seriously if voters 


stay away from the polls 
because they find it too 
cumbersome to register We 
believe that voters are staying 


away from the polls because 
they suspect political institu­ 
tion and candidates associated 
with them and it is doubtful 
that a major revamping of 
voter-registration procedures, 
costing more than $50 million 
annually, will do away with 
Ibis attitude 
Texas has had 


postcard 
registration 
for 


years The state has one of the 
lowest registration and voting 
rates in the United States. 


F u r t h e r m o r e , as the 


measure is being presented, 
the postcards would be so 
co m p lica te d and would 
require so much information 
that the citizens at whom the 
system is aimed 
those who 


do not participate in the 


political process — are the 
ones likely to have the most 
difficulty completing the com­ 
plex forms accurately. Post­ 
card registration would be 
dependent on the U S. mail 
system Some people would be 
disenfranchised because their 
cards would be lost or arrive 
too late to be processed by the 
bureaucratic machine 


One of the greatest dangers, 


however, lies in the fact that 
any political faction could pick 
up from the post office 
hundreds of thousands of post­ 
cards to be used for large- 
scale fraudulent registration 
which would then be voted by 
absentee on election day

tion in Russian domestic policy. Jewish 
emigration had numbered more than 
30.000 prior to this conflict It has since 
declined to a mere fraction of that 
To the rest of the world it must seem 
that we are so wrapped up in the game of 
primaries that nothing happening beyond 
our shores is of any moment 
The 
Secretary of State gets the blame for 
every misadventure in a turbulent world
